An ecclesiastical 
document which 
has been issued by order of Pope Pins 
X under date of August 2, 1907, and 
•which will go into effect on JSastor 
Sunday, 190S, but which has not yet 
been 
officially 
published 
in 
the 
churches, and which is properly term- 
ed a "Decree of the Congregation of 
the Council of Rome," is agitating 
all Catholics and drawmcr the atten- 
tion of all others. It has to do wiith 
the institution of matrimony, which 
is made a sacrament by the church 
and makes the rules pertaining to 
marriage universal in all the coun- 
tries where the Catholic church ex- 
ists, where before only a portion of 
tihese countries were affected by tho 
negulations then in force. 
Th eattitude of the Catholic Church 


in protecting the marriage bond and 
in opposition to divorce is well known 
and the appearance of these latter 
pronouncements authorized and di- 
rected by the head 
of the 
church, 
Pope Pius X, will be received with 
the 
closest 
attention in 
the 
en- 


tire civilized world. The tendency of 
the last rule is toward greater strict- 
ness in the provisions surrounding the 
celebration of the ceremony, but ow- 
ing to some misunderstandings which 
which have arisen, in regard to the 
rules of the church regarding engage- 
ments, the clauses referring to this 
have been changed somewhat and the

flat, whose razor was used to cut Mrs. 
Gentry's throat gazed with apparent 
hatred at Constantino, when he took 
his place on the witness stand. 


Scott said that Constantine entered 
the parlor one evening where several 
poisons wore nlaying cards, and that 
He sneered at Mrs. Gentry in re- 
sponse to her timid, rather fearful, 
umile.

room," said Scott, "and there Mrs. 
Gentry brought us some wine. After 
she Jeft, -I remarked to Constantine 
that-Mrs. Gentry was really a pretty 
woman. Constantine said sneeringly: 
"I don't think so; her no^e is crook- 
ed. She is too fresh and I'll fix her." 
Then she showed me a photograph of 
Miss Xataliaby, whom he termed a 
pretty girl. 


On cross examination Scott said 
that he was formerly a preacher. 


Attorney Cantwell for the defense 
said that he might call Scott as his 
witness later.

Operating in Texas 


Mr. Kellon— sought to draw from 
the witness the information that the 
Corsicana was really a Standard Oil 
Company and was operating in Tex- 
ts because the anti-trust laws of that 
stale would not permit the combint 
to operate. 
Mr. Tiiford replied that 
as far as he knew the Standard Oil 
Company had no jnte^csts in Texas. 
He said tha't -Mr".* Folg-er "and" Mr. 
Payne were both officers of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, but he was not 
aware that they owned the Corsicana 
Company.

tees deemed advisable. All the prop- 
erties and assets of the embraced cor- 
porations and companies were to be 
tuirned over to the various Standard 
Oil Companies, which in, turn i.s&ued 
their own stock in exchange. Under 
the terms of this agreement all stock 
was to be delivered to nine trustees, 
who issued.to the depositing htock- 
holdeis trustee certificates equal at 
par value of the several Standard 
Oil Companies.

SENT FOR THE RECORD 


CARSON, Sept. 19.—The State su-

new decree, as reported in the press, 
sai-1: 


"This decree is the most important 


pronouncement 
ever issued 
by the 


Congregation "f the Council of Riime 
concerning marriage. Undar the de- 
cree, which takes effect after Easter, 
IflOS, all marriages between Catholics, 
not celebrated before a properly ciual- 
ified 
Catholic priest, are absolutely 


null and void. Heretofore marriages 
between Catholics before a justice o£ 
the peace or other civil officer or a 
minister, while prohibited, were val- 
id. Under the new law, such marriages 
are still prohibited and are regarded 
as void and invalid—in fact no mar- 
riage at all in the eyes of t.hc church. 
Alter Easter, 190S, Catholics married 
in this manner must be married by a 
priest, as i-i the eyes of the church 
they arc still unmarried. 


Exceptions to Ilnle 


"There will bo only two exceptions 


to this rule: First, in case of immi- 
nent danger of death and no dull- 
authorized priest is obtainable. Then 
any piiest can perform the ceremony 
in the presence of t\vo witnesses; and 
second, when there is no priest ob- 
tainable in the district when a Cath- 


jolie man and woman may contract 
i a marriage that w i l l be valid, merely 
| by announcing consent in the pres- 
I ence of two witnesses, and of course 
complying with the civil law. 


"Tho original decree of the Council 


of Trent, called tho "Tametsi" decree 
(tametsi being the Srst Latin word 
of the decree, and meaning although), 
was local in its application. That is, 
it applied only to those provinces and 
districts where it should be officially 
promulgated or given out This later 
decree of the 
Congregation of 
the 


Council will servo to settle all diffiV 
jculties arising from the existence of 
' the former decree, concerning mar- 
riage, in provinces where the "Tam- 
etsi" decree was hib'ierto in force, for 
the new decree proclaims that non- 
Cathoilics may "everywhere 
contract 


mrrriage vahdly between themselves 
independently of the legislation of the 
Cathulic church. The only non-Cath- 
olics who come within tlio scope of 
_the iicw law are those rvho contract 
'marriage with Catholics and persons 
who have 
abandoned 
the 
Catholic 


church. 


Territory Affected 


"Under the regulations 
of 
tho 


Council of Trent," continued Father 
Tubman, "Catholic marriages not per- 
fjrmecl in the presence of the par.sh 
priest or a priest designated by him, 
were null and void, and these regu- 
lations applied only to those places 
in which the decree of the Couni'.'l 
of Trent was promulgated. As a mat- 
ter of fact in most 
of 
the English- 


speaking countries 
the 
decree was 


never published and was not in force. 


"In St. Louirt and that part of the 


Louisiana purchase which was then 
under the French jurisdiction, it was 
generally in effect, but in such cities 
us Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Chicago, St. Paul, Milwau- 
kee and Dubuque, 
as well as most 
| western jurisdictions, it was never of- 
ficially published. 


"In the ojd countries and parts of 


America 
where 
the old decree was 


published, there will be practically no 
change made by the new one>Hereto- 
fore whoie dhc 'T?metsi' was not pub- 
lished, the marriage of Catholics be- 
fore other than 
the parish priest, 


while forbidden, was valid, but under 
the new law throughout America and 
in the entire Catholic world the mar- 
riage ,of Catholics must take place in 
the presence of a duly qualified priest 
or be regarded as absolutely null and 
void." 


As to "Sponsalia," Father Tubman 


explained that 
.90 per cent of all 


sponsalia or engagements, .will be af- 
fected by the first paragraph of the 
decree. The church under the new 
decree, recognizes1 no engagement to 
marry except in the case where those 
contracting do so in writing and af- 
fix their signatures, or in case they 
are unable to write, the fact shall be 
set forth in writing by witnesses be- 
fore the parish priest or the bishop 
and two witnesses.

• "Before this 
decree 
engagements 


between parties brought certain ob- 
ligations and impediments preventing 
another marriage in case the engage- 
ment was broken, or in case of tho 
relationship of the'parties of the pro- 
posed marriage after the engagement 
should be broken b-- mutual consent 
was with certain degrees of blood 
relationship. 


"A mere glance at the decree Vin 


serve to show how completely it mod- 
ifies the law with relation "to mar- 


riages, both as to the church rules 
and as to the law in America and En- 
glish-speaking countries generally. 


"This decree was doubtless issued 


for the purpose of setting- at rest cer- 
tain difficulties -which arose from the 
uncertainties of the application of the 
decree of 'the Council of Trent, whicn 
rules in some places and not in oth- 
ers. The provisions of the former de- 
cree are practically unchanged only 
the scope of the rules is made to ap- 
ply to persons 
in 
certain situations 


and relationships instead of to only 
those localities in which tlio old de- 
cree was published. 


"In publishing such laws and de- 


crees the churcVi does not pretend to 
legislate for all Christendom, but it 
simply gives out rules and laws gov- 
erning its own members in much the 
same way as a society would rule its 
own members. 


"The significance of some of the 


words and phrases used in such de- 
cree must not be taken in the loose 
sense that they are sometimes applied, 
but these words have a technical and ' 
special meaning, somewhat similar to 
the technical and legal meaning ot 
some law terms and the explanation 
given of the meaning of this decree 
gives 
tho full 
significance- 
of 
its 
words."
